The president said, '". . . | believe that all Californians will 
long remember the water leadershio for Governor Pat Brown 
in the cause of making wafer available for the people of all the 
state, and | salute him for it." 


Such hogwash; and from the president of the United States! 


The facts are that the California Water program concept 
gees back many years, in fact the Central Valley project, of 
which San Luis is a part, was visualized back in the 1920s. Real 
‘impetus to perfect the current phases of the state water pro- 
gram, and to get them underway, came during the administra- 
tions of Governors Earl Warren and Goodwin Knight; in the 
years following World War Il many state legislators, both Dem- 
ocrat and Republican, plus state engineers and other state per- 
sonnel, did tremendous amounts of work on the state water pro- 
gram. — but among these not present was Edmond G. Brown. 


When anyone starts singling out individuals for commenda- 
tion on development of the latter stages of the state’ water pro- 
gram, the name of our late state senator, J. Howard Williams, 
should most certainly be mentioned near the top of the list, for 
it was his committee, over a period of years, that developed 
velumes of essential information through public hearings and 
special studies concerning feasability and sconomic aspects of 
the program. 


When Governor Brown took office, the plan was ‘there, 
ready to go, and Mr. Brewn had little if anything to do with 
getting it ready. He simply appeared on the scene at an op- 
portune time — and he immediately started taking credit for 
water development in California. 


And the people of California might well come in for a cer- 
tain amount of recognition, since it was the people who voted 
the $1.75 billion bond issue that got current phases of the wa- 
ter program underway. 


So we resent Mr. Brown taking ¢redit for something he did 
not do; we resent hearing the president of the United States 
give Bumbling Brewn credit for something he did not do. 


We realize that Mr. Brown and Mr. Kennedy are engaged 
in the great game of partisan political hokum; we hope the 
people of California also realize it. 


And we can't help but see political implications when 
ground breaking ceremonies are held at a time when a Cali- 
fornia gubernatorial campaign is getting underway, but without 
contracts being let, or even bids called for as yet, on the San 
Luis dam project where ground was broken. 


Furthermore, we feel inclined to speculate that if Mr. Ken- 
nedy's appearance at the San Luis dam site was “non-political”, 
heaven help us when he returns on a "political'’ swing through 
the state.

LOS BANOS, Aug. 18 — Presi- 


dent John F. Kennedy called to- 
day for an expanded state and 
federal partnership to develop 
and conserve the nation’s natural 
resources, from its young people 
to its water. 

This was the beginning of his 
‘non-political’ speech at the site 
of the new San Luis Dam before 
a crowd of 15,000 people. But 
it was the story behind the scenes 
that was most interesting to your 
writer. We were privileged to 
have a choice parking place and 
a special press badge as we were 
shooting for The Farm Tribune. 

Hundreds of dollars were spent 
by the state and federal govern- 
ment for the elaborate set-up for 
the ‘‘non-political”’ affair at the 
San Luis Dam project. The area 
around the speakers’ platform, 
which was raised about four feet 
from the ground, was approxim- 
ately 60 feet long, completely 
roofed over and beautifully paint- 
ed in tones of gray and light blue 
colors, with the speakers’ rostrum 


cushions accommodating many 
well-known figures from Wash- 
ington and the State capitol. 

To the left, east of the plat- 
form, was a large walled tent es- 
pecially for press reporters, which 
contained six long tables, each ac- 
commodating: eight to 10 re- 
porters, all with portable type- 
writers, mikes from the podium, 
and five telephones on each table 
which seemed to be in constant 
use. 

At one end of the large tent 
was a counter with three young 
ladies serving tea, coffee, beer, 
sodas, donuts and rolls, all free 
to the press. Outside the tent 
and to the right, was a row of 
telephone booths and to the left 
another row of six which were 
frequently used.

THE JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY is named 
in honor of one of the greatest young men 
that America has produced. 

John Birch was a Christian missionary, 
from a farm near Macon, Georgia, who was 
in China when we entered World War II. 
His herdism, accomplishments, and nobility 
of character were to make of him a legend 
which the Communists could not allow to 
live. 

On July 4, 1942, John Birch officially 
joined General Chennault’s forces in Chung- 
king as a volunteer. He organized Chen- 
nault’s intelligence service, rose to the rank 
of Captain in the United States Army, and 
served with unsurpassable bravery and bril- 
liance throughout the war. He was fre- 
quently referred to, by both his associates 
and superiors, as the most important single 
man in our forces struggling against the 
Japanese in China. 

Ten days after V-J day, while in uniform, 
on a peaceful and official mission for our 
‘government, John Birch was brutally 
murdered in cold blood by our “allies,’’ the 
Chinese Communists. This was on August 
25, 1945. He thus became probably the first 
American casualty in that third World War, 
between the Communists and the ever- 
shrinking “‘free-world,” which is still being 
waged against us seventeen years later; a 
relentless war of which there is no end in 
sight. ; 

You had probably never heard of Joh 
Birch before our Society came into the lime- 
light. This is simply because the Communists 
in Washington planned it that way. It took 
five years of persistent and determined 
effort on the part of his parents, aided by 
Senator Knowland and many other good 
patriots, to pierce the blanket of oblivion 
which had been so brazenly thrown over his

life and death by Communist sympathizers 
in our government. As the Saturday Evening 
Post pointed out, in a long editorial on 
January 22, 1955, based on The Life Of 
John Birch: ‘Amazingly, there were in 
Washington responsible officials who were 


willing to suppress news of the murder of 
an American officer, apparently to prevent 
the American people from rising in their 
wrath and vetoing further appeasement of 
communism.” 

John Birch ‘was killed by typical Com- 
munist tactics, as a part of typical Commu- 
nist strategy, in a typical Communist-style 
war — a continuous undeclared war in 
which our enemies observe no rules of in- 
ternational law, of civilization, or of human 
decency. He commanded no armies, headed 
no government, converted no nations to his 
creed. His impact would have been of 
transient memory and comparatively small 
importance, had not that impact occurred 
at a time and in a way to supply particulars 
from which momentous generalizations can 
properly be projected. With his death and 
in his death the battle lines were drawn, in 
a struggle from which either Communism 
or Christian-style civilization must emerge 
with one completely triumphant and the 
other completely destroyed. 

Partly for these reasons, but even more 
because John Birch — in all of his short 
but outstanding career — so typified the 
best of America, we have named our organ- 
ization in his memory. If we rediscover some 
of our sounder spiritual values in the example 
of his life, recharge our determination from 
the spark of his courage, and learn essential 
truths about our enemy from the lesson of 
his murder, then his death at twenty-six 
ceases to be a tragedy. For in a full lifetime 
he could not have accomplished more.
